vreat Power fully equipped with all the military resources of the day, 
and endowed with supreme prowess of unsullied prestige, sought to destroy 
every aspiration to national distinctiveness of the wholly dependent 
Jewish people. In this device, it had the inestimable advantage of the 
tacit consent of a most important section of the people whom they wished 
to level. It is nostretch of words to say that a miracle prevented the 
accomplishment of the fell design, for nothing short of miraculous proved 
to be the skill and resource in battle of the peasant-patriot Judas, or the 
immense power for exorcising the assimilative tendencies of his people 
which he and those whom he drew to his banner were able to evince.

warning which the police themselves gave in their evidence before the 
Aliens Comnission. We quote from our report of the Commission's pro- 
ceedings (May 29th, 1903), the following evidenee given by Mr. EK. R. 
Henry, Chief Com nissioner of Metropolitan Police :— 


The Warning 
by the Police. 


I think it would be impracticable for the police to differentiate between the 


criminal and the non-criminalon arrival. I do not see how at the port of 
embarkation they can have any reliable information as to a man’s criminal 
antecedents. 1 do not know of any provision in any continental law 
which requires a man to carry about papers which show his criminality. 
it was the custom in France, not an obligation, for a man to carry about 
with him certain papers practically showing his identity but the only 
paper as to character was the livre militaire, or book of military, service. 
This had been, however, proved to be of no service, becatse recently a man 
who had been arrested in Glascow for a murder committed in France, 
admitted that the column. as to character in his book had been forged by him. 
ae L think it would be very difficult to adopt any measures to stop the 
direct entry of criminals. 
The witness went on to say that ‘“ The difficulty of identification at the 
port was illustrated by a case which recently occurred. The police had 
received a wireless message announcing the approaching arrival of a 
criminal and giving minute details. The person corresponding to the 
description given was detained and his luggage searched. He was, how- 
ever, discovered to be a foreign official of high degree. The witness was 
obliged to go and make abject apologies. Similar incidents would occur 
if a law was passed as had been suggested.” | 


Sir Edward Bradford, Mr. Henry’s predecessor, stated that * He had 
conferred with Mr. Henry on many occasions, with a view to seeing 
whether any measures were possible which would exclude alien criminals, 
and they had not been able to discover anything better than their deport- 
ation or conviction which Mr. Henry bad suggested.” Finally, Sir. Albert 
de Rutzen, the senior metropolitan Chief Magistrate and President of the 
Extradition Court at Bow Street, stated that his “opinion as to the imprac- 
ticability of excluding alien criminals at the port coincided with that of the 
two previous witnesses,” and he favoured the deportation proposals. 
Deportation under the Act has been carried out in a number of cases; and 
the latest official report showed that in the first nine months of the present 
year $60 expulsion orders were issued. These deportations have no doubt 

envaluatie. But to imagine that it was possible by the Aliens or any 
other Act to detect criminals at the port of entry and exclude them was 
only to fly in the face of the evidence of the police authorities. The 
only way of dealing with the terrorists, whose deeds of violence have 
sent a shudder through tbe community, is to keep a_— close 
eye upon doubtful characters in the country, and to exercise the 
deportation powers resolutely when that occasion requires. There is 
also a second step—which perhaps the public conscience of this country 
may demand. The ferocious criminals who perpetrated the Houndsditch 
crimes were, probably, to a large degree, the products of a ferocious 
system. They came from a country where mankind is debased and 
brutalised in order to uphold a wicked despotism—where, be it remem- 
bered, the police, instead of being regarded, as here, as the friends of the 
people, the guardjans of law and order, are the violent enemies of the 
populace, the instruments whereby they are deprived of all human rights— 
a land from which the sickening tales of hangings and floggings drew from 
Tolstoi one of his last and most shattering of rebukes. Whilst we are all 
justly crying aloud for the blood of the Houndsditeh criminals, let us not 
forget the more highly-placed criminals who have taught them to hold 
human life cheap, and to hate all law and restraint. 

What is written above will largely go to show the 
utter ridiculousness of the observatious “to my 
own coreligionists ’ made by Sir Marcus Samuel 
on Wednesday. Much, of course, must be forgiven 
to those who, as is evidently the case with the

panic. But his is a bad case. He ventures, in the light of the 


horrible event of last week, to lecture Jews for daring to oppose 
the Aliens Act. Yet no-one who took up arms against that legislation 
could have imagined any more damning condemnation of it than what has 
happened. For, what we said, as we have already pointed out, was that 
the Act would not and could not give the means for excluding alien 
eriminals and was powerless to prevent alien crime. We went further and 
said that this was not the real intention of the agitation which resulted 
in the Act. Sir Marcus still believes it was, notwithstanding the police 
warnings, which we quote above, notwithstanding the class of most 
of the evidence called for and tendered at the Alien Commission, 
which showed that the object of the agitation was to prevent the immigra- 
tion of Jews, and notwithstanding the implicit avowal to that effeet by 
Mr. Balfour, the Prime Minister of the Government that passed the Act. 
What. Sir Marcus Samuel cannot see is that the agitators used the ery of 
alien crime to prejudice the real objects of their attack and that the part 
taken by those who opposed the Act was to a large extent directed to 
undoing this wicked and malicigus entanglement. _ | 
| 
But we have reached a pretty pass when an Alderman of the City of 
London thinks it his duty to denounce Jews for opposing qui Jews 
legislation which they think to be detrimental to the country, and 
has the temerity to. twit them with taking the cap that fits them. Since 
when are Jews, because the interests of their coreligionists —the poorest 
and least helpful—may ve involved, debarred from exercising their rights 
as citizens? Is this Sir Marcus Samuel's last word on our boasted 
“emancipation? Sinve when, too, is everyone who opposes legislation 
from which he dissents to be regarded as afraid of that legislation ? — Is 
everyone, for instance, who opposes capital punishment to be twitted with 
being afraid of the rope? Why does Sir Marcus refer only to Jews who 
opposed the Act? The present Home Secretary, to mention no others 
was a prominent opponent. NoJew who opposed the Act expressed himself 
otherwise than anxious to see legislation that would prevent alien criminals 
from settling, or alien crime from being enacted in this country. And 
their unanimous complaint was that the Act would not effect this and 
that the honest and desirable alien would be prejudiced by its 
failure. Whilst echoing every word. that. Sir. Mareus Samuel said ag 
to the outrages themseives, and as to the fairness exemplified by the 
section of the Press to which he alluded, we are deeply sorry that panic 
led him into the really inept observations he ventured ‘to “ my own 
coreligionists ”’ concerning their attitude to the Aliens Act. The part he

The. Rev. Mtcuakn Apter, B.A., read the Muariv service after which 
the Rev. B. BERLINER, as: the oldest surviving pupil of Dr. Friedlinder, 
delivered the address. 

Taking as his text Genesis, xxviii., 12, the preacher said that they were 
assembled there that afternoon. to offer their tribute of sincere affection 


and dee; reverence to. the memory’ of their departed master. 
He was not only a teacher to those whom he had under his 
charge; his beneficent influence was felt by a large circle beyond 


the precincts of Jews’ College, for he was a consistently faithful and humble 
servant of the Most High. The whole of his life was consecrated to the 
Sanctuary —that Sanctuary the glory of which filled the whole world. He loved 
his fellow-creatures, and his peerless career, unconsciously to himself, served 
as an object lesson to his devoted friends and admiring acquaintances. The 
crown of a noble name was on his head; and the crown ofa noble name was 
gained for him by his ceaseless labours, Dr. Friedlinder’s piety, his learn- 
ing, his modesty, his philanthropy and the tenderness of his heart all needed 
to be dwelt upon in order tolet them know what the community had lost. 
He saw in Judaism the ladder of Jacob, with its foot fixed upon the earth 
and its top reaching into Heaven, not the endless circle of Pantheism which 
knew for the world neither beginning nor end. To him Judaism was the 
great Divine Code of Laws which comprised ull the needs of man from his 
first appearance on earth until he reached the Gates of Heaven. Up this 
ladder he climbed, rising higher and higher, as far as his human strength 
and his mental. grasp would allow.’ To him Judaism was the manual of instrue- 
tion which taught man how he could obtain ‘a healthy and vigorous mind in 
a heaithy and sound body.” The privations undergone by every observant Jew 
were tohim as angels of God who broucht blessing andtraining to man, guiding 


him so that he eould rise higher and higher and come nearer {v God, Who stood | 


above the ladder watching the deeds and thoughts of man, and protecting 
him from all evil. His belief and faith in God were like the perfect trustful- 
ness of a babe in the arms of its mother. In him were combined the three 
pillars which were said to bear the weight of the moral world. His stores 
of learning were open to all comers. His help was given without parade, 
without any desire for reward, and with a humility which made his noble 
qualities more resplendent. His work was his jov; he was wedded to it ; 
its thoroughness was his reward. Men who were thus dowered by their 
work were like the stars of heaven, They shone when their horizon was 
dark. They glittered even though their presence had departed from this 
world and shed their lustre on other climes. He did all that was possible 
to aid those who wished to practise Judaism and thoroughly to under- 
stand all that it stood for. Dr. Friedlinder aimed at making the public 
righteous and religious. Therefore, the meritorious deeds of the public, due 
to the study of his works, were, in part, attached to him, and 
would be so. so long as his works lived. His doctrine and his teachings 
would, be taught in the community by his loving pupils and would. per- 
meate the thoughts of those, who, with devotion and earnestness, sought to 
preach the word of God as it had been handed down to them for 
thousands of years. In the course of his address, Mr. Berliner recalled that 
forty-seven years ago, on the same day in the Jewish Calendar as Dr. 
Friedlinder died, his predecessor (Mr. Berliner’s former preceptor and 
friend), the Rev. Barnett Abrahams, the distinguished Dayan of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Congregation, was buried. : |

Rabbi, referred to the untimely death of Dr. Hirsch Hildesheimer, the 
principal representative of orthodox Jewry in Germany.

OBITUARY. 


Herr ANGELO NEUMANN. 

The death occurred on Tuesday of Herr Angelo Neumann, director of 
the German Provincial Theatre at Prague. | 

The deceased was born in Vienna in 1838. He went on the operatic 
stage as a baritone in 1859, and appeared at Cologne, Cracow, Dantzic and 
other places. From 1862 to 1876 he was a member of the Vienna Court 
Opera. In the latter year he was appointed director of the opera at 
Leipsic. In 1878 he established the reputation of the Leipsic Opera by the 
production, for the first time, in its entirety, of Wagner's * Ring,” -a feat he 
afterwards repeated in Berlin and London. In 1882 he organised a travelling 
Wagnerian Opera Company. Among his triumphs was the production, for 
the first time in Germany, of ‘“ Cavalleria Rusticana.’ In 1885 he was 
appointed director of the Landestheater at Prague, where he added to his 
reputation as a successful impressario. 7

United States Government Commission 
Report Against Immigration.

NEW YORK. 

The long-heralded report of the United States Commission of Timmi; 
tion, which has been awaited with hope and apprehension by all friends 
the aliens, has at last been published.

the President expresses his hearty approval of the present administration of 
the immigration laws and, indeed, bestows praise upon Commissicn 
Williams, who has proved himself. to be the harshest immigration offi 
which our port has ever, had, and against whom protests have been raised 
by nearly all foreign-born elements in this country... As a result of a recent 
visit to Ellis Island, the President makes certain recommendations in regard 
to the work. of receiving the immigrants, and he favours some measures 
which would tend to seatter the new arrivals. throughout the country 
and make many more of them settle in the interior of the United States. 

The United States Commission of Immigration holds, among other thing 
that ‘Sentimental considerations. in restrieting immigration should be 
waived, in view of the economic problems arising trom adverse, effects « 
wages and living conditions, which. the large number of aliens has hadi 
reeent years, by their entry into basic industries.” | 

The Commission, created under the Immigration Act of 1907, has 
expired, and the results of its three years’ investigation into practically (1) 
phases of the immigration question make about forty printed volumes.

All the members of the Commissivn 
do not concur in the feasibility of the reading and writing test. 

The immigrants ‘now coming, it is agreed, do not furnish any more 
eriminals or subjeets for charity than the native-born, but the tender: 
towards industrial and city life remains unchanged, in spite of the fact thu 
statistics show the immigrants to have been more successful in agricultirs 
pursuits. 


In connection with these tindings, the report urges that the division of 
information in the Bureau of Immigration be so conducted as to ca-operate 
with the States and various societies in a more beneficial distribution ©! 
immigrants among agricultural sections, where they especially are needed,

New Synagogue for the Temple Emanvu-El Congregation, 
Montreal. 


[From our Correspondent. | 
MONTREAL. 


The new synagogue building for the Temple Emanu-El is to be situated 
in the extreme west of Montreal. A large space of ground has been 
purchased in a fine situation, and building operations have already com- 
menced. The synagogue is to be ready by next September, and will cost 
between 60,000 and. 70,000 dols.. The tendency of the Jewish population 
to drift westwards (towards the more fashionable and beautiful section of 
Montreal) has become very marked of late years. In fact, the probable 
result of this exodus from the centre of the city has long been a topic of 
conversation. The first result is the building of the new synagogue, which 
is at least two miles west of the nearest synagogue in Montreal. As, how- 
ever, practically all the congregation, which is recruited from among many 
of the wealthier members of the community, reside at a short distance from 
the new Temple, this will be a great advantage.

The Jewish Question in the Roumanian Parliament. 


In the course of the debate in the Chamber of Deputies on the Address, 
in reply to the King’s Speech, M. Diamondi, a Liberal, raised the Jewish 
Question. He said that while in Hungary, Roumanian settlers were not only 
not excluded from public schools but were compelled to attend them, in 
Roumania the Jews were prevented from being educated in the State 
Schools. He regarded this policy as a grave error, and urged that the 
Jewish Question should be solved so that there should no longer be any 
“ foreigners’ in the nation and in order to prevent the Jews from becoming 
a discontented and therefore dangerous element. ! 


Honours for Galician and Hungarian Jews. 


Herr Joseph Sare, Vice-Burgomaster of Cracow and member of the 
Galician Diet, has been appointed Court Councillor by the Emperor. He is 
the first Jew in Galicia to hold this title.

I thank you for sending me Dr. Kohler’s brilliant article with its wide human 
sympathy. His brotherliness to the Jews, however, reminds me of the ssying of 
*ickens: “ Ifever the lion lies down with the lamb, the lamb will be inside the 
lion.” Really I do not know for what purpose Dr. Kobler’s article was written. 
¥or can there be any German so stupid as not to see the advantages of absorbing 
the most civilised of races, the people which created both the Old and the New 
Testament? Or can there be any German Jew so stupid as not to see that he is 
being absorbed even to baptism and intermarriage’ I do net see, however, 
why Dr. Kohler wishes to swallow up the Jews altogether. By the mere 
symbiosis of the two peoples, Germany has already all the advantages the Jews 
ean bring her, since without intermarriage or conversion the Jewish lamb. 
wherever he is let out of the fold, tends imperceptibly to turn into the local 
variety of lion. The only lion he will not imitate is the lion of Judah. It is 
because we Jews have realised that in all the lands of Jewish emancipation there 
is no final barrier against our disappearance, that the Zionist and Territorialist 
-movements have arisen to establish a racial nucleus upon a territory where it 
shall be preponderant. for after all the lamb is only a degenerate lion of ancient 
stock, and may yet find higher satisfactions than the glory of being swallowed 
by a parvenu lion, |

Legal Aid for Immigrants. 
The PRESIDENT said that they would remember that at the last meeting 
of the Board the question of the provision of legal aid to immigrants in the 
presentation of their anpeals had come Lit) for discussion, and the matter had 
deen referred to the Alien Immigration (Committee with power to act and to 
idopt such financial measures as might be necessary. fle did not think it 
would serve any useful purpose were he to give them a detailed statement 
ofall that had passed on that subject since they had last met. The Alien 
fmmigra!ion Committee had met on two or three occasions and considered 
the subject. They had been invited by the English Lodve of the Order Bnei 
to meet them ata round-table conference which took place on the 26th 
of November at the residence of Mr. Hermann Landau. As i result of that 
onterence, which had lasted something liketwo hoursand a half, he was glad 
tosay a working arrangemen! had been arrived at which he believed would be 
Satistactory to both parties. (Hear, hear.) The Alien Immigration Committee 
now recommended that the agreemen! which had been reduced into writing 
Shi iid be adopted. The agreement was between himself as President and.on 
behalf of the Board on the one part and Mr. Herbert Bentwich as President 
ind on behalf of the first Lodge in England of the Independent Order of 
Bnei brith on the second part. It provided that a Committee should be 
established to provide all Jewish alien immigrants arriving at the Port of 
London with legal aid or otherwise in the eonduct of appeals and other 
proceedings under the Aliens Act, or any statutory modifications thereot 
forthe time being in force, and the regulations thereunder. This Committee 
Wis to consist of thirteen members, whereof seven, including the President of 
t board, should be members nominuted by the Board and six should be 
7 inbers nominated by the Lodge. Provision was made for tilling vacancies by 


the body nominating the members that had ceased to serve. The President for 


the time being of the Board was to be Chairman of the Committee, and in his 
absence the members would appoint a Chairman from among the members 


ated by the Board, so that a representative of the Board would always 
be Chairman of the Committee. The Chairman might at any time convene a 
meeting of the Committee and should, at any time, convene.su ha meeting on 
the requisition of any seven members. One meeting must he held every

Mr. ALFRED POSENER asked what there was proposed to be done in co- 
operation with this secret society with a high-sounding title that the Board 
ol Deputies alone could not accomplish. 

The PRESIDENT said he must not be understood to say that the Board of 
Deputies could not do the work alone, but the Bnei Brith had taken certain

of the Board, and had been moved by the desire to further the general 
interests of the community rather than those of any particular organisation. 
They were very much indebted.to Mr. Hermann Landau, who had provided 
a neutral ground where the two bodies could meet. He had been quite 
confident, when the conference was called, that an arrangement would be 
arrived at, as the Bnei Brith had only had one object in view -the provision 
of this legal aid and had been prepared to make any sacrifice to achieve 
that end. He thought ita pity that any dissentient note should be sounded. 
They were not going to promote differences but wanted to avoid them, and 
he hoped that the principle of co-operation would be extended so that they 
eould link up all the forces for good in the community. 

After further discussion, a vote was taken and the scheme was adopted

DIVORCE COMMISSION : 
The Chief Rabbis Evidence. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—I feel it my duty to make some observations on the evidence given 
by the Chief Rabbi before the Divorce Commission. 

A part of that evidence will have been read with deep regret by many 
members of the Jewish community. Itis the part in which Dr. Adler speaks 
of the * irregular divorces ” granted by “foreign rabbis,” and in which lie 
usks “whether it would not be possible to introduce Jegisiation imposing a 
penalty on all persons assisting at, or taking part in, the pronouncing of a 
Jewish divorce, Except after and on 


production ot a decree absolute 


of the Divorce Court of Eagland or proof of a previous Jegal divorce 
elsewhere.” The standpoint implied the quoted words of the 
Chief Rabbi is utterly untenable from the point of view ot Jewish law. 


Dr. Adler tells us himself that * prior to the passing of the Divorce Act of 
Isov, the Jewish ecclesiastical authorities exercised the power of granting 
divorce on grounds established by the Jewish matrimonial law.” It was only 
about ten years after the passing of the Act that “ his predecessor and he 
had never granted a Jewish divorce unless and until the marriage previously 
contracted had been dissolved by a divorce, decreed by an English Court 
that had been made absolute.” No law forced Dr. Adler and his predecessor 
his father to do so. It was their practice. Whether it was roht or not, | 
will not discuss here. But to.the sentences that follow a little later in Dr. 
Adler's statement the strongest possible exception must be taken. The 
Chiet Nabbispeaks therein of parties married abroad, who applied to him 
for a Jewish divorce. He refuses them relief. Thereupon the parties 
‘resort to one of the foreign rabbis who have settled in this country, and 
who grant a Jewish divorce in the erroneous belief that since the marriage 
has taken place abroad a civil dissolution of such marriage is not necessary.’ 
He.continues: * The parties who resort to the rabbis are, as a general rule, 
illiterate and ignorant of the law of the land, and believe that they are not 
acting unlawfully.” Twill go one step further and say, for the sake of 
argument, that these parties were married in England. Iwillalsostrike out 
the ‘erroneous belief” and “ the illiterate and ignorant of. the law of the 
land.” And now ask: Where is the“ acting unlawfully"? According to 
the Jewish law a Jewish rabbi, who knows the laws governing the giving of 
a (ret, is entitled to preside at the giving of the divorce by the husband to 
his wife. Whether the law of the land recognises the Jewish divorce is a 


different question, which has no bearing on the point. The law of the land 
does not prohibit the granting of a Jewish divorce by a Jewish rabbi. The 


parties are told by the rabbi: “This divorce divorces you in the eyes 
of the Jewish law, but in the eyes of the law of the country you are not 
divorced.” I do not want to enter here into the question whether the Jewish 
or English divorce laws are better. Abundant evidence has been given 
before the Commission to show that the Jewish divorce laws have manv 
advantages over the English divorce laws. The Jewish divorce laws do not 
compel husband or wife to commit adultery or cruelty in order to get relief. 


If husband and wife are convinced that their united life is and will bea. 


misery, then they are allowed to be set free. But this apart. I maintain that 
when a Jewish rabbi presides at a divorce he does what is his duty to do 


according to the Jewish law. And it is inconceivable why a penalty should 


be imposed “ on all persons assisting at, or taking part in, the pronouncing of 
a Jewish divorce except after and on production of a decree absolute of the 
Divorce Court of England, or proof of a previous legal divorce elsewhere.” 
If anything, the Knglish Court might be asked to legalise a divorce granted 
to Jewish parties by Jewish rabbis. According to the postulates of 
Dr. Adler the Jewish law is to be made equally responsible in respect 
of the commission of adultery and cruelty as means of getting a divorce.

In fact, from the Jewish point of 
view, the Jewish divoree is much more important than the divorcee of the 
English Court. Let then the ‘recognised Jewish ecclesiastical anthorities ” 
grant the Jewish divorce independently of the Divorce Court of England vy 
must, therefore, say, with great regret, that Dr. Adler did not speak from 
*he Jewish point of view, and thus did not give to the Commission tho«e 
facts and aspects of the question which that body no doubt expected from the 
ecclesiastical bead of the Jewish community.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH 
Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH. LL.B. 


VERY well-ordered Constitutional State has its “ Opposition,” as well 
as its ** Government.” In this country it is * His Majesty's Opposi- 
tion "—quite as essential a part of the national machinery as the 
government itself. in the Anglo-Jewish community we have 
rovernment, but no regular Opposition. Occasionally some daring 

spirit breaks a lance with Honorary Ollicialdom. Then Officialdom scowls, 
and the rank and file—if one may be pardoned an Hibernicism—scowl in 
chorus. Among the venturesome few who some- 


Bentwich. Frequently, Mr. Bentwich is “the 
Opposition ; often he is left, in the.end, to reflect 
on the saying that the strongest man is he who 
stands most alone. At times his “ opposition” is 
earried beyond the ordinary communal institu- 
tions into larger movements. In Zionism, e.g., Mr. 
Bentwich was in “opposition.” More recently, as 
head of the Bnei Brith, he was once again “in 
opposition.” But, partly from natural tenacity, 
partly from native combativeness, mostly from 
undoubted passion for his people, Mr. Bentwich 
has held stubbornly to his course. 

A fighter above all things, Mr. Bentwich, we 
must not forget, is also a blend of the modern and 
the early English Jew. On his mother’s side his 
descent covers two centuries of English residence 
(his maternal grandfather was prominent in the 
| | Jmancipation struggle). On his father’s side he 
is the son of an alien born. On the one hand, he has inherited the acquired 
English love of a fight on matters of national principle. On the other 
he retains, still unfaded, the feeling for Jewish interests. Hence, perhaps, 
Mr. Bentwich, as we see him in the communal organisation and Press. buat 
let him speak for himself, and state his own point of view.

A Guiding Principle. 

‘ * My guiding principle in the discussion of public affairs,” he recently 
told a representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, “is freedom of thought. I 
hold to that principle in politics, giving my vote according to the questions 
at issue and not according to party allegiance; and that is the line which I 
attempt to follow in communal matters. [n my humble opinion freedom of 
judgment is extremely necessary, because it is only where it exists that 
progress can be made in any institution. 
combativeness, or the desire to assert individual beliefs, is something to 


object to. As soon as the spirit of combativeness ceases the community loses its | 


progressive efliciency. That may ensure peace, but it will be peace with stagna- 
tion. The progress of the community in the last 100 years has been achieved 
by the fight of independent members against things as they were. The 
whole of the new institutions that have grown up in that time were disliked 
and resented in the first instance as an interference with existing condi- 
tions. That was the fate of the Board of Guardians, of the United Synagogue 
and most of its branches, of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and even of Jews’ 
College. Yet all these institutions have made for progress, and the same 
spirit which brought them into being must operate now to give them a 
growing effectiveness.”’ 
: Attitude of Office Bearers. 

Would you say that the Anglo-Jewish community is too ofticial- 
ridden? | 

‘IT should say that there is too much inclination on the part of those in 
ofli-e to resent co-operation instead of welcoming it. A large number of the 
young men of the new generation are discouraged because their help is 
regarded as an unwarrantable.interference with those in power. Rather 
than risk a snub they interest themselves in non-Jewish institutions, where 
they. run no such danger. To discourage new men and new ideas seems to 
me a petty way of protecting an institution.” ar | 

In your opinion is the power of the Executive in the affairs of Jewish 
institutions too strong ? | 

* | think it is. There is too much of the old idea of Shoolism in our govern- 
ing bodies. They do not carry on their work in the same spirit in which 
English institutions are generally conducted—the spirit of willingly invit- 
ing or listening to opposing views.” | 

You would regard that as harmful to communal interests ? 


Undoubtedly. Opposition is a healthy thing for any movement or 
organisation. Take, for instance, the great Zionist movement. |t would have 


been a calamity if there had been no opposition even to Herzl. If the feel- 
ing had prevailed that whatever Herz! desired should be carried out, he 
would have made many more mistakes than he actually did. It was only by 
encouraging freedom of opinion in the movement that many blunders were 
prevented or corrected. Herzl started on the same plane as those who 
afterwards called themselves Itoists. But it was by reason of the strong 
opposition of other sections of Zionists that he abandoned the idea of a 
Jewish State anywhere as the goal of national endeavour, and rallied to the 
historic home of the race. It was the same with the East African scheme 
if he had not been opposed on that project,the Zionist 
movement would have sunk inthe African sands. Asaresult of the struggle 
which took place, however, we have secured the safety of Zionism. It has 
been a good thing that a large latitude for diflering opinions has been 
allowed within the Zionist organisation.” — | 
In the case of the English phase of the movement there seems to have 
been an actual cleavage. You do not regard that as a healthy development? 
“It may be that personal considerations have been too much in opera- 
tion in the Zionist movement in England. But even here I think that. in 
the long run, the freedom of action that has existed will prove to have 
been based on sound principle.”

‘You believe that the fighting instinct ought to be encouraged ? 

“That is my belief.”

What advantages are to be gained from a philanthropic Clearing House . 

‘It gives oppurtunity for the discussion and strengthening of views 
which may not always have a very favourable reception in the institutions 
which the members have served. It gives fresh opportunities for. forlorn 
hopes, which have failed to make headway because of the over-riding power 
of the Executive in all our institutions.” 


The Home of Lost Crusis. 
Is the nei Brith, then, the Home of lost causes ? 


* Well, Lshould not mind if it exerted the same amount of influence as_ 


Oxford University—to which, I believe, the famous phrase was applied. 
Oxford has played a great part in the national life. I should be quite satis 
fied if the Bnei Brith did a proportionate work in Jewish affairs.” 

The Lodge would be a body in which new points of view could be fairl 
and freely discussed ? | | 

“ That is so, and the provision of such a forum for discussion is very 
important for the Jewish community.” 

What are likely to be the particular lines on which the Bnei Brith wil! 
develop in the future? 

“ As for that, [ cannot, of course, pledge the Lodge. 
Sure that there is a great field for its operations. Take, for instance, alien 
immigration. This offers opportunities for work which could be very effec- 
tively dealt with by the Lodge, I have in my possession a little book, 
issued by the Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid Society of New York— 
an organisation, by the way, which gave our Lodge great assistance in the 
elaboration of its scheme for the provision of legal aid for aliens on appea! 
This book shows what a great deal can be done by the Bnei Brith in the 
particular question of the immigrants. Thereisthesubject of the Receiving 
Houses, for example—the help to be given to immigrants in the Houses 
when their friends do not meet them or cannot be traced. Here would be 1: 
opportunity for doing these poor people a brotherly turn. Then ther 
arise cases like that of the Uschatz family (reported, at the time, in tl 
JEWISH CHRONICLE), in which all the members may be admitted, with « 
Single exception, excluded, perhaps, on the ground of illness. In th 
Uschatz case, you may remember, we intervened and procured the releas: 
under proper safeguards, of the rejected child alien. The same kind servic 
could be repeated in similar cases. Again, something might be done, with 
prudent safeguards, for those aliens released from the Receiving Houses, wh. 
might, through loss or misfortune, be in danger of becoming a public chargc. 
Attention might also be given to preventing the penalty of deportation o: 
exile from being imposed for «uite small offences. Yet further work would 
be at hand, if it became necessary to arouse public opinion against a to 
vigorous interpretation of the Aliens Act by an unsympathetic Home 
Secretary. The Board of Deputies, being restrained by the Executive spiri' 
might decline the work ; and then the Bnei Brith could step in, and ado)’ 
the English practice of free and fearless protest. The same thing would 
then happen as occurred in our recent history. Just as the Mancheste: 
and Dundee Jews obtained assurances from Mr. Churchill, which, when 
they took the form of official regulations, were handed on to be carried ow’ 
by the Board of Deputies, so the Bnei Brith might obtain concessions anc 


new regulations which the Board could carry out by itself or with the co 
operation of the Lodge.” .

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French Glosses on Job. 


Mr. W. Aldis Wright has rendered many a conspicuous service to Jewish 
learning, over and above his great part in the revision of the Authorised 
Version of the Old Testament. Jewish studies in Cambridge have owed 
very much to his liberal support and personal encouragement, and foreign 
scholars (among them Baber) have had good reason to appreciate the 
generosity with which Mr. Wright places at their disposal his fine collection 
of Hebrew MSS. A catalogue of these has been made by Mr. Herbert Loewe, 
and it is to be hoped that it will be printed. 

Mr. Wright's most recent personal contribution to Jewish scholarship 
was his publication of Berachyah's (?) Commentary on Job. The thirteenth 
century Leipzig MS. containing the commentary also embodies a number of 
French glosses. Of late much has been published by Lambert-Brandin, 
Darmesteter, and others, on these glosses. Mr. Wright now gives usa valuable 
addition to the material. In 1876 he noted these ‘particular glosses, and he 
has just published them in the Journal of Philology (Vol. xxxi., no. 62). They 
are full of interest. One only will be cited here. In Job v., 23, occurs the 
difficult phrase T7WN7 338, which appears in various unintelligible forms in 
the glosses of Rashi and others. Mr. Wright gives us from the Leipzig MS. 
the form 278) or garlos, i.e., garloups (the fabulous Werewolf). 

A point of more general import is this. Professor W. Bacher put 
forward the theory that the French glosses were often meant for actual use 
in tuition, and he derived the idea from the fact that the glosses are, in a 


_ large number of cases, exact renderings of the words of the text and not 


merely of the root. This is fully confirmed here. Such forms as seront 
rétraiz, é mes anfanz (‘S¥N¥)) show that the gloss was meant to help in 
a literal translation, such as a pupil would have to present to his teacher. 
Mr. Aldis Wright's publication is thus valuable from several distinct points 
of view. Itis a help to philology, and it also throws light on Jewish peda- 
gogic method in the middle ages. It is a most welcome essay, and once more 
exemplifies the author’s well-known versatility and skill.

| Old English Mezzotints. 


An informing introduction by Mr. Malcolm. C. Salaman makes his new 
volume, “Old English Mezzotints” (The Studio), worthy of its fine pre- 
decessors, ‘Old English Colour-Prints” and “Old Engravers of England.” 
The selection of illustrations is due to Mr. Charles Home, and the two 
collaborators have succeeded in producing a book at once beautiful to the 
eye and refreshing to the mind. | 

There are well over one hundred pictures, each of them a gem, even if 
some are quaint rather than lovely. Plate liv. is Rembrandt’s “ Hannah 
teaching Samuel to read.” Hannah is dressed as a nun, Samuel holds a 
seventeenth century book, and in Hannah's right hand is a pair of—eye- 
glasses! This almost equals the representation of Father Abraham leading 
Isaac to Moriah armed with a blunderbuss. Who is the Miss Meyer who 
figures as Hebe in Sir Joshua Reynolds’ picture here given (No. ciii) ? 

But one must not waste oneself over these details: The book as a 
whole is what we have to consider. It may be commended to all who are 
seeking a pleasant companion for themselves or a suitable gift to others. 
It ought to have considerable vogue for both objects. | 


Isaiah after S. R. Hirsch. 


The late Julius Hirsch prepared, and his son Marcus has given us, 
Isaiah, translated and annotated after the exegetical manner of Samson 
Raphael Hirsch (Frankfort-on-Main, Kauffmann, 515 pages, price 9s.).. .The 
volume has quite the Hirsch look; the type is like, and so are the size of 

the page, the punctuated text, with German translation in parallel columns, 
and the footnotes. Batis the spirit thesame? Is there the same genius, 
which won its way, despite the grotesqueness of method and impossibility of 
detail? Has it, in short, anything of the Hirsch charm? Did the son Julius 
possess his father’s spirit ? 

Happily, one can honestly answer these questions in the aflirmative. The 
book is, indeed, largely the father’s. Julius Hirsch had before him, in the 
first instance, the series of papers published by Samson Raphael, as an 
introduction to Isaiah. More than that, the son was able to use comments, 
scattered in the writings of his father, which dealt with something like a 
full half of Isaiah. These were great initial advantages, and they have been 
skilfully utilised. The book is in consequence one of much merit. Itis a 
good deal nowadays to have an Isaiah which is not mutilated by critical 
scissors nor deformed by arbitrary emendations. The consonantal 
Massoretic text of any part of the Bible remains infinitely superior to any 


modern manipulation, whether printed in sober black or in rainbow hues. 


“ Hands off”’ is a warning which must be again and again uttered. And I 


_ gay this to the critics of the Wellhausen school, as well as to the critics of

Of course, Julius Hirsch's Isaiah bases itself unreservedly on the tradition) 
readings ; it regards the punctuation, of course, but it honours even the 
accents, so thorough-going is its conservatism. 

Further, critical problems seem not to have seriously concerned the 
commentator. Usually, an edition of Isaiah opens with a long Introduction, 
dealing with the structure and strata of the book, the dates of its composite 
parts, and their historical backgrounds. Bat here there is little or nothing 
of the kind. Critical problems as to a deutero-Isaiah and a trito-Isaiah do 
not exist. All this is in the genuine Hirsch manner ; so is the sound sense 
of many remarks, the firm grasp of religious truth ; and, be it added also, 
the prolixity. That is enough. Readers will recognise from this descrip- 
tion whether the book is of use to them or not. Poles asunder as I stand 
from its method, I like the book. But who shall control likes and dislikes ? 
Not the present writer, for one. So if you do not like this book, I shail 
not persuade you to agree with me, At all events, the exegesis is 
thoroughly sound on all crucial matters, as when the editor (avoiding far- 
fetched individual identifications of the “ Servant,’’) applies Isaiah liii. to 
the people of Israel. |

Sin, —May I claim a little space to reply to “D.C.’s”” comments on my 
letter to you of December 2nd?

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PROPOSED JEWISH HOSPITAL. 
THE CONVERSIONIST MOVEMENT. 


Under the auspices of the North-western Branch, No.8, an enthusi-. 


astic meeting of sympathisers with the scheme for the establishment of a 
Jewish Hospital was held yesterday week at the Hampstead Conservatoire. 
Mr. M. KLEIMENHAGEN, who presided, said that he had always considered 


medical charities the most effective of all humanitarian schemes, and the- 


proposed Jewish Hospital should receive the support of the entire com- 
munity. He alluded to the provision made by the many missionary societies 
in the Kast End, whereby poor Jews received expert medical advice. “ These 
poor Jews,” he exclaimed, “ have to attend devotional services entirely alien 
and repugnant to them before this atvice is tendered, and it isa disgrace 
that so rich a community as the Jewish community in London should suffer 
such a state of things to exist in our midst.” Of course, it was no less a 
disgrace to those who provided the means for carrying on these missionary 
halls, but it was the bounden duty of all Jews to combat the evil influences 
by providing a hospital where their poor coreligionists could receive medical 
attention in an environment most conducive to their benefit. 

Dr, A. GASTER, the Treasurer of the Jewish Hospital Association, said 
that a polyelinic, with a small hospital with fifty beds attached, was a prime 
necessity for the well-beihg of the working classes of the Jewish poor. It 
was their intention to establish such an institution where patients would 
receive prompt and efficient treatment at the hands of Jewish specialists 


and nurses who were versed in the peculiarities and temperament of their 


fellow-Jews. Could they be so callous as to look upon the existing state of 
affairs without helping when it was in their power to remedy them? The 
most important workers on the various Jewish institutions were residents in 


_ the neighbourhood of Hampstead, and there it was that Jewish hearts were 


beating and where benevolent schemes had been commenced. He was sure 

they would not be behind the inhabitants of the East End in coming forward 

with their donations to help the scheme on its way. He would repeat that 
MEDICAL ATTENDANCE FOR THE JEWISH POOR WAS ABSOLUTELY INADEQUATE. 


It was quite an erroneous idea circulating among the public that the 
provision made by the large general hospitals for the Jewish poor was sufli- 
client and adequate. The London Hospital, which was the biggest, 
to its credit did all that was in its power for poor coreligionists ; but 
the conditions were such that even its resources, great as they were, 
could not meet the great demand well enough. The number of cases of 
human suffering was so overwhelming, that there was room for another half- 
a-dozen small hospitals. Added to this, there was the language difticulty. 
The Jewish patient was unable to state clearly, in the language under- 
stood by the doctor, the symptoms of his illness, and no interpreter in the 
world could be of any assistance. 
hospital would primarily be established for those who were | 


IGNORANT OF ENGLISH, 


and who, on religious scruples, wished to be treated in Jewish surroundings, 
although the hospital would keep its doors open to all, irrespective of race 
or creed. They intended to staff the hospital with distinguished medical 
men of the Jewish faith, who had taken up different branches of the pro- 
fession as specialists and who,although eminent in their special spheres, 
had not had the opportunity of being on the staff of other hospitals. They 
would thus have the facilities of attaining a high standard of perfection 
and to raise themselves to that height of excellence and eminence which 
their intelligence and diligence warranted. Jews had excelled in other 
callings and professions where they had free play and open competition 
Although Jews were admitted in all the hospitals in Germany on the same 
conditions as were the non-Jews, Berlin possessed its Jewish hospital having 
at the head the greatest living surgeon, Prof. Israel, and others, and 
another was now in course of erection. All other big cities also 
possessed their essentially Jewish hospitals. The proposed Jewish hospital 
would obviate the necessity of Jewish patients attending the mission halls, 
where they were attracted through the : 
BLANDISHMENTS OF THE MISSION AGENT 

and by the doctors who could speak their own language and who influenced 
them in the wrong direction and estranged them from their faith. Their pro- 
posed institution would not act as a competitor of the existing hospitals. 
No hospital need fear that, by the creation of a Jewish hospital, the Jews who 
were giving more than their share would curtail their contributions. When 
once built, only a small sum would be required for its upkeep. A plan had 
already been devised by which the sum of £11,000 for the initial outlay for 
the building and equipment would be raised, by selling emblems, each 
purchaser becoming a foundation member. With the exception of £200 
collected by the North-Western Branch considerably over £3,000 had 
been collected by the poor of the East End and the North of London. 
Branches had been formed everywhere, and the movement was rapidly 
growing, ample proof of the necessity of a Jewish hospital. The physician- 


accoucheur of the London Hospital was to be the consultant and organiser 


of the new maternity hospital in the East End for the Jewish poor. Was 
not that proof positive that no ill-feeling would be caused by the existence 
of an essentially Jewish hospital? (Cheers.) 7 " 

Dr. A. GOODMAN LEVY moved :— 


That this public meeting in Hampstead expresses its fullest sympathy with the 


London Jewish Hospital Association, and will do all in its power to support the 
erection of a Hospital and Polyclinic in the East End of London, as a memorial to 
our late beloved King Edward Vil. 3 | 

He said that there were some points in the Jewish hospital controversy 
which were best understood by medical men. It was a self-evident proposi- 
tion that any patient who was unable to talk English could not be treated, 
in the proper sense of the word, in a hospital where English only was spoken. 
It might, however, not be so self-evident to them that the large number of 
Jews who had only an imperfect acquaintance with the English tongue had 
almost as little chance of being properly attended to. That defect in the 
hospital treatment of Jews might not be well known in the Jewish com- 
munity, but it was well appreciated by the Christian missionaries who made 
more suitable medical arrangements. He was glad to notice that the ques- 
tion of conversionist ‘mission halls was now being prominently brought 
before the community, and they might therefore expect to find that the 
question of a Jewish hospital would be engaging more sympathetic attention 
in the counsels of the community than had hitherto been the case. The

cation of Christian Science principles to matters of charity. Unfortunately, 
like Christian Science in medicine, it merely affected some of the nervous 
symptoms but did not touch the evilitself.

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PRINCIPAL DR. BUCHLER ON 
THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


PRIZE DISTRIBUTION AT ST. JOHN'S WOOD SYNAGOGUE. 

The annual prize distribution of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue Classes was 
held on Sunday aiternoon at the West Hampstead Town Hall. Principal Dr. BUcuLER 
presided and Mrs. Biichler distributed the awards. | 

Mr. IF’. H. Myers, Hon. Secretary, read the Superintendent’s report, which stated 
that fifty-three children were on the register and that the Examiner, Rabbi H. M. 
Lazarus, had reported favourably on the work done. 

The Cnairman, in the course of his address, said that it was rather risky to confer 
presidential powers on someone whose prominent failing it was to be too frank. He 
apologised beforehand for any truth he might put too bluntly and asked them to attri- 


- bute it to bis being a foreigner. (Laughter.) He desired to draw their attention to an 


anomaly presented by the religion classes of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue which 
must strike everybody interested in the welfare of the Jewish community. The four 
divisions of the classes had last session altogether 53 children, as against 75 in 
1909, whereas those of the Hampstead Synagogue had 150, and of Brondesbury 124. 
How could they account for this strikingly low figure? He had at first thought that 
the district, being very healthy, attracted mostly aged people, who naturally had no 
children to attend religion classes. Their grandchildren probably lived in Hamp- 
stead or Kilburn, or in those districts where the religion classes required extension. 
The first holidays he had spent. at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue proved this 
explanation wrong. ‘There lived in the district, he was glad to say, many young 
Jews and Jewesses who were blessed with children fit for the religion classes, but it 
was a sad fact that they did not send the children to any classes. It was said by 
friends that they had private teachers of the Jewish religion. But, on enquiry, the 
names of these teachers could not be ascertained, because they did not exist. Such 
as offered their services could not find lessons, for many of their brethren allowed 
their children to grow up without religious instruction. They did not seem to 
realise that their egoism ought most strongly to insist on the religious training of 
their children. Every father and every mother craved and hoped for the gratitude 
and the love oftheir children. They felt confident that by providing every possible 
comfort, by continuous care, and even sorrow and grief for the well-being of their 
ofispring, they had ensured their love. That had been so when Jewish parents 
lived, worked and suffered together ; common anxieties and joys welded together the 
members of a family ; wealth, enjoyment and pleasure loosened family bonds. They 


. did not influence their children as much as the schools did, and, moreover, modern 


knowledge and culture tended to be a wedge between the child and the home. What 
was it that could and should remind their children in later years of their first home 
when life offered them all comfort elsewhere > What should constitute a stronger 
tie? Ifthey gave their children 
Prorer INSTRUCTION 

by teaching and practice, they would find an invisible cord, a lasting union, 
binding heart to heart. The fifth commandment, ‘“ Honour thy father and thy 
mother,’ expounded by a Jewish teacher jn a Jewish spirit, and impressed on the 
mind of a child would ennoble it more than ail the money spent on teaching music 
and dancing. ‘To train merely the mind, and not at the same time the feeling and 
sentiment, of a child, meant leaving it and its parents without the unique happiness 
of a true family life of love. That was why they must do their utmost to reconquer 
ali Jewish parents for their religion classes; they must enlighten them as to the 

) Their ministers should, in 
this important matter—much more than in external things—follow the example of 
the non-Jewish clergyman who put all his zeal, ability and influence into the religion 
classes. He believed in the success of a zealous Jewish minister, who, convinced of 
the indispensability of religious instruction and |

not only preached to the few visitors of the synagogue, but also taught the young 
with energy and assiduity. He must be continuously mindful of the fact that he would 
be educating the future members of his synagogue and that the future generation of 
Jews depended on his teaching. he teachers of the religion classes, seeing the 
enthusiasm of the minister in the sacred work of religious teaching, would zealously 


‘follow his example and raise the classes to a standard that would induce all parents 


to send their children to the classes. It was, however, not to be-denied that there 
was not much encouragement for the religion classes at the hands of the great 
organisation of which the synagogues formed the constituent parts. The United 
Synagogue, as far as he knew, did not aspire to be an embodiment of religious ideals 
and their realisation. It impressed one as 
A Great Business Concern, 
expecting its officials to work in the first instance for the balance-sheet. The syna- 
gogue must pay; the ways and means must be found by the honorary and paid 
officers. And what position was assigned in the scheme of the United Synagogue to 
the religious teaching of the young? None! It was the private concern of the 
members of the synagogue, and they had, by collection, to find the monev for the 
education of the future members of the United Synagogue. To his mind it was 
the most distressing feature of the organisation that, though the union of synagogues 
it did not concern itself with religiouseducation. If the right Jewish spirit guided 
this strong organisation, if there were the will to do at least as much for 
Tue ReLicious Poverty or tHe West | 

as for the poor of the East; if it were to the same extent a duty of the ministers to 
teach in the West, as it was to work in the East, there would be some possibility of 
improvement. Just as the poor Jew required speedy help and practical advice, 
Judaism inthe West, poor and ailing, cried for spiritual support and help. Or was 
Judaism to be only the religion of the poor, and were not the religious duties of the 
wealthy even greater’ It wastrue that a Religious Edncation Board had been

provided religious teaching in the East End Board Schools ; very important work 
in itself, but it had left the West End to work out its own salvation.

conditions showed, had proved a serious mistake, for how Mittle wan go yn 
religious teaching in thatdistrict!

Miss Gertrude Azulay gave an enjoyable Students’ Pianoforte Cor cert 
and Reception at Kilburn Conservatoire, which was crowded, on Saturday 
evening. Many talented young players not only acquitted themselves 
creditably but gave evidence of musical abilities which are being capably 
developed and foreshadow greater things to come. Chief among these 
were Miss Carmel Bentwich, who played two charming Morceauy of 
Colomber with real musical insight, and Miss Ella Solomon, whose rendeyp- 
ings of Heller's Impromptu and Prelude had just the right touch of intel- 
lectual, as well as technical, authority with them. Excellent impressions 
were also made by Miss Trixie Moses in a Rondo Brilliant by Carl Bohm, 
Miss Eileen Benjamin in Graham Moore’s “Song of Twilight,” Miss Marger 
Gubbay and Master Arthur Myers in works of Mozart and Schiitt, and Miss 
Eileen Samuel displayed a well-advanced technique in Rachmaninoff's Pre- 
lude in C sharp minor. Of the younger ones, special praise is due to Miss 
Muriel Simmons, who opened the concert brightly with a Kuhlau Sonatina, 
Miss Cissy Rosenfeld, who made excellent effect of Grieg’s Berceuse, Miss 
Nora Isaacs and Miss Mary Eynon in pieces by Gurlitt, variety being pro- 
vided by clever little Miss Phyllis Moses, who, accompanied by Miss Trixie 
Moses, accomplished violin solos by Mendelssohn and d’Ambrosio with 
wonderful promise. 


The same evening a large attendance gathered at Steinway Hall on the 
occasion of Endsleigh College’s first public school concert and prize distribu- 
tion, admirably organised by the Principal, Miss Ruby Davis. The many 
delightful features of the occasion included an action song by Form |, scarf 
drill by Forms IV, III and II, French “ ensemble” recitations and part songs 
and an Irish jig, in all of which the young participants evinced excellent 
training and a spontaneous delight in the various performances which gave 
them an added charm. Graceful solo dances were contributed by the Misses

daintily dignified in Kingsley’s ‘ Ballad of Lorraine” and “ The Minuet.” 
Pianoforte solos were given by the Misses J. Saunders, M. Hart, A. Perloff, 
G. Topping, the music prize-winner, J. Van Vloten, R. Wood and S. Green, 
and songs by Mr. R.C. Newth. In the interval for prize distribution, Miss 
Davis was presented with a huge basket of flowers and a handsome silver 
fruit stand as a token of her pupils’ esteem. Mr. L. A. Levy, B.A., B.Sc., 
read a report of the achievements of various scholars, which gave evidence 
of the high standard of work and general aims of Endsleigh College. 


There is always a keen demand for brightly written little plays suita- 
ble in theme, language and action, for very youthful performers, so that the 
dainty little play, “The Fairies’ Lesson,” by the Misses Cecilie and 
Constance Coopman, is sure of a warm welcome.

JEWS AND COMMUNAL WORK: 
Who Are to Blame? 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JRWISH CHRONICLE.” | 
Mr. C. G. Montefiore, speaking at the annual meeting of the \nglo. 


SIR, 
Jewish Association, said :— 

It is for the young men of our community seriously to Consider how far they 

have a right to work exclusively in non-Jewish fields. In the old days men :o1)4 

be in Parliament, and yet do much Jewish work as well. Evena short time aco 

that was still possible, though the combination, as in the case of my distinguished 
and ever-to-be-lamented predecessor, was already becoming too great a strain for 
human health and strength; but to-day, with increased pressure and aucniented 

demands, it may be said that he who chooses a political career is largely los: a. 4 

worker for the community. 

I should like respectfully to submit that this diagnosis of the Jewish aj}. 
ment is a little misleading. In the first place, it seems hardly quite acciirate 
to suggest that he who chooses a political career is largely lost as a worke; 
for the community. A glance at the record of the Jewish candidates 
at the recent election will show that quite a number of these gentlimen 
combined in an eminent degree political ambitions with cominija} 
activity. I need only refer to gentlemen like Mr. B. 5. Straus, Mr. A. H, 
Jessel, K.C., and Mr. Leonard Franklin. If we confine ourselves, however, to 
those actually elected we shall still find that Jewish membership of Parlia- 
ment goes together, not seldom, with membership, more or less active, of 
some Jewish organisation or organisations. Among the elected are, {op 
example, Mr. C, S. Henry, the President of the Jewish Soup Kitchen: Si, 
Philip Magnus, Chairman of the Council of the Reform Synagogue; Mr, 
Stuart M. Samuel, President of the Western Synagogue and the Home for 
Jewish Incurables, to say nothing of his connection with a nunibep 
of other Jewish institutions; Sir KE, A. Sassoon, formerly President 
of the Elders of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, and now 
Vice-President of Jews’ College and the Anglo-Jewish Association: 
Sir Harry Samuel, at one time Warden of the West London Synagogue. and 
now a member of its Council; Mr., Lionel de Rothschild, the President of 
Hutchison House Club for Working Lads, and Mr. Frank Goldsmith, member 
of the Emigration Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians, and of the 
Committee of the Hutchison House Club. Even so busy a politician as Sir 
Rufus Isaacs has given of his spare time and energies occasionally to Jewish 
causes, while if Sir Alfred Mond does nothing else, he at all events, acts as 
President of the Swansea Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association. Some 
00 per cent. of the Jewish Menibers of Parliament are thus seen to engage in 
a greater or lesser degree in work on behalf of Jewish organisations. 


On the London County Council a similar state of things prevails. Here are 


| to be found such active communal workers as Miss Nettie Adler, Mr. Carl 


Stettauer, Mr N. L. Cohen and Major Lewis-Barned, as well as Mr. R. M. 
Sebag-Montefiore (member of the Board of Deputies, Hon. Secretary of the 
Edueation Aid Society, and one of the Mahamad of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Congregation); Mr. H. H. Gordon (Hon. Secretary of the Jews’ 
Temporary Shelter, and member of the Board of Management of the Great 
Synagogue); Mr. David Davis (member of the Board of Deputies and 
on the Committee of the Federation of Synagogue, and formerly President 
of Notting Hill Synagogue); and Mr. Isidor Salmon (member of the Board 
of Management of the Bayswater Synagogue). If one looks to the provinces 
one finds very much the same condition of things—a combination of public 
and Jewish work. Aldermen Cohen, Frankenburg and Feldman, Councillor 
Charles Dreyfus, ex-Lord Mayor Sir Otto Jaffe, and Lord Mayor Moser are 
cases in point. 

The truth is that the trouble with the community to-day is not the fuct 
that the man who chooses a political career is largely lost as a worker 
for the community, but the fact that the many who ignore 
political work give the cold shoulder equally to communal endeavour. Ifa 
‘poll of the people” could be taken, the number of Jews who would be 
found to take a hand in the administration of our charities would, | suspect, 
be found to be surprising in its meagreness. It is, I respectfully submit, to 
the great mass of laggards and do-nothings, rather than to the minority of 
men in ordinary public work, that our voice should be lifted up. How are 
these Jews and Jewesses to be whipped up for the work that lies ready to 
do? This is an urgent question which has never yet to my knowledge 
received any reply or stimulated any systematic effort.

The *‘Menorah’’ Movement in America. 


Under the auspices of the London University Zionist Society, Dr. Scurir ss, 
of Harvard University, spoke on the ‘ Menorah” Movement in America, aud 
incidentally touched upon the Zionist Movement in that country, at a meeting of the 
Society on Saturday evening at Jews’ College. Mr. Leon Simon presided. 

The lecturer said that the * Menorah” Movement was not entirely alien to the 
subject of Zionism, and in fact the founders of the “ Menorah” Society at Harvard 
were Zionists. At firstit was intended to call the Society a Zionist Society, ut 
fearing that that would be the means of limiting the membership, 16 
present name was decided upon after a good deal of consideration, 
so that it could include Jews of all shades of opinion—those who thousht 
they were Zionists and those who thought they were not—and even 
Gentiles at Harvard. He gave an interesting account of the growth of the moysment 
since its inception some four years ago to the present day, and explained the ideals 
the movement stood for in American Jewry. Its members, while not ultra orthodox, 
had nosympathy with Judaism as it was represented in the big Temples in Boston, 
New York and other centres of America and, if anything, had decided 
leanings to the old-fashioned Jewish orthodoxy. On all sides the “ Wenoral 
Movement was recognised as a power for good in American Judaism 
and wherever universities containing Jewish students were situated 
communal activity was quickened. The growth of the movement could best 
be appreciated by the fact that some thirteen or fourteen universities had each 4 


“Menorah” Society, accomplishing splendid work, especially for the younser 


generation. At Harvard, where there were about 250 Jewish students, the movement 
was very powerful, nearly all these students being members of the Society. lvery 
Jewish Freshman joined the movement, although no coercion was brought to bear 
upon him. At Harvard, also,a Zionist Society had been formed, which was doing 
essentially Zionist work. 3 |

From the East End.

N ambitious scheme is afoot for the acquisition of the derelict City 

of London Infirmary in the Bow Road, and its transformation: into 

a Tuberculosis Dispensary for the East End of London. The project 

has been outlined to me by the originator who, it is not generally 

known, is a Jewish medical man. His name, however, would not 

be readily recognised, and his request that his anonymity be 

respected is complied with. Briefly, the idea is this: It is proposed to pur- 

chase the infirmary, which covers an area of five acres, and so re-arrange 

‘he premises that quitea thousand patients could be treated. The wards 

of the infirmary would be charged with ozone-laden air, and sleeping huts 

for those in the incipient stages of phthisis erected in the grounds. Where 

yossible, the patient would be expected to contribute towards the cost of 
his stay in the institution.

It is claimed that an efficient organisation of this character would make 
it possible for the working man to undergo treatment equally as beneficial 
as that obtainable at recognised sanatoria, and still continue in his employ- 
ment. The cost of bringing the scheme into being is estimated at £35,000, 
The City authorities have signified their willingness to give preference to 
the promoters of the scheme, conditionally upon an offer being made within 
4 reasonable time. | 


After discussing the proposal with the Jewish doctor from whom it 
emanated, it became manifest that, expensive though it appears on the face 
of it, the Tuberculosis Dispensary would be one of the finest investments the 
Last End Borough Councils could make. And for this reason. “Take Stepney, 
for example.” said the doctor, Here, in a single year, there were 3,000 cases 
of pulmonary tuberculosis, Send each of these cases away for a year, and the 
cost willrun to £500,000, or £70 per man. These men stay away for a 
year—-what becomes of their wives and children in the meantime ? 
More often than not they are obliged to exist upon charity. At 
the end of the twelve months the patients return, only partly cured; 
chey sleep again in crowded rooms, to the detriment of their own health and 
that of their families.” And this is at the root of the evil. “The sanatorium 
wreatment,’ the doctor averred with emphasis, “has failed as much on the 
score of expense as for the simple reason that its effects are but transient.” 
Here the matter remains for the present. The doctor is at present busily 
engaged in influencing the local Borough Councils, and it is most likely that 
the assistance of our Own Community will be sought as soon as there seems 
likelihood of the scheme maturing.

Sik,—Unlike most of: your correspondents on this subject, I do not 
attach so much importance to the potency, as an assimilative factor, of the 
attempt at perverting Jews. In fact, I believe that of all assimilative 
tendencies the conversionist movement is perhaps the least hazardous to 
our racial well-being, since the number of the converts, as a whole, is very 
limited and the majority of the adult converts constitute that despicable 
type of individuals who, by feignedly and surreptitiously assuming a new 
creed, voluntarily sever their connection with their race and barter their 
creed for the ignoble prospect of material advantage. Whereas, for 
example, as is the case with intermarriage and the growing apathy of many 
Jews to their race, the assimilative tendency is more or less natural, the 
convert, on the other hand, voluntarily adopts or is cajoled into Christianity 
becauseof the easy livelihood it will bring him. Such individuals are obviously 
the scum of any race or creed, who can be enticed to do almost any conceivable 
injury to their progenitors provided worldly emolument is guaranteed them. 


But the problem raised by “ Mentor” is nevertheless worthy of our utmost 
consideration in that the missionary movement looks for its most precious 
booty to the young of our race whose minds are as yet plastic and irrespon- 
sible, and also from the fact that there is a constant watch kept by the 
conversionists on our unfortunate poor, whom they pretend to befriend and 
are ready to assist ; and this has a very deleterious effect. 

_ Asin other provincial towns, we in Glasgow are not exempt from the 
nuisance. From time to time appeals to the Christian public are made in 
the Glasgow papers by the leading baptised Jew here to assist him and his 
colleagues in alleviating the appalling distress prevalent among Jewish 
poor, the amount of distress being always invariably hyper-exag- 
gerated. It is very well-known that we Jews, wherever we are, 
rarely, if ever, allow our poor to fall a burden to the com- 
munity at large. It is, of course, under the most favourable 
conditions no easy task to grapple with the problem of the poor, 
and there is always room for better and more effective work to be 
done. Any outside help is, therefore, naturally acceptable, but when the 
motive underlying such help is other than the keen sense of duty to suffering 
humanity, and in fact merely an underhand and despicable attempt at 
bribing Jews to Christianity, such charitable attempts are certainly to be 
deprecated and if possible to be crushed. How then is the evil to be com- 
bated? Various suggestions have already been put forward by your 
correspondents. Dr. A. Gaster, for example, would urge a more spirited 
attempt at establishing a small Jewish hospital in London for the purpose of 


limited remedy, and, moreover, | am of opinion that the medical mission hall 
is not the most effective conversionist means of gaining converts. Such a 
hospital is, however, per se, worthy of whole-hearted and enthusiastic 
Support, and it certainly would keep our poor back from an infective 
atmosphere where there is the risk, however remote, of being instilled with 
anything un-Jewish or anti-Jewish. | | 

In my opinion the most effective set-back to the conversionist activity 
would be to strengthen the power of the existing Boards of Guardians in the 
various towns so that the poor could be more amply provided for, and secondly 
to create an organisation with branches in every provincial town, the pur- 
poses of which should be to keep in close touch with the doings of the missions 
and adopting every possible means to thwart their endeavours. 1 would 
certainly discourage all attempts at trying to influence prospective converts 
who in the eager hunt for an easy life and a comfortable wage are ready to 
leave the race, but would devote the aims of such a movement to preventing 
Jews, in adverse circumstances, from having intercourse with the missioners. 
This local problem raised by “ Meutor ” is part of a more universal assimi- 
ii process which I think has a greater significance outside British 

ewry.

CHESS INTELLIGENCE. 


Herr O. Duras, the cclebrated master, will shortly pay a visit to England 
for “starring ” purposes. Meanwhile, Herr Daras is in Holland, where he 
has been playing exhibition games with Dr. Esser and others in Amsterdam.

The Council of the Football Association have found it necessary to 
issue instructions to referees with regard to the proper conduct of the 
winter pastime. Feeling that those who act in the capacity of referee at 
the matches of the Jewish Athletic Association should be made cognisant of 
Pt ee we reproduce an extract of the notice sent out by the 
uncil. | 
_ Dealing with the players who are said to be offside, the notice reminds 
the referees that Law 6 provides that a player who is in an offside position 
must not touch the ball, nor interfere with an opponent or with the play. 
It is the practice, however, of some referees to award a free kick when a 
player is simply in an offside position and neither plays the ball nor inter- 
feres with an opponent nor with the play. This is a practice that must be 
discontinued. 

Referring to the important matter of charging, the notice states that 
Law 9 declares that charging is permissible unless it is violent or dangerous, 
or from behind, against an opponent who is intentionally obstructing. It is, 
however, the practice of some referees to penalise charging that cannot be 


considered as either violent or dangerous. This practice must also be dis- 


continued, and referees must allow a fair charge.
